Government can be the best friend the 
people have, or it ean be their worst enemy. 
It all depends on what policy the govern¬ 
ment follows. 

There are only two fundamental policies 
that can guide the men who make up the 
government. They will either follow the 
principle that every law they make, every 
regulation they apply, and every legal 
decision they hand down must safeguard 
and enlarge the rights and liberties of in¬ 
dividual human beings; or, on the other 
hand they will place higher value on 
statistical figures and upon a strong 
mythical State than upon human flesh and 
blood. 

When the various Governments of Can¬ 
ada are measured by these standards 
ONLY ONE will be found to be giving 
government for the people; making and 
applying laws with the one idea in mind 
of giving every human being in its care the 



fullest possible opportunity to develop his 
personality to the limit of his capacity, and 
to find abundant and happy living. That 
one is the Social Credit Government of 
Alberta. 

MAN OR SYSTEM 

Most governments will be found to be 
governments on the people. They are more 
concerned about strengthening the System 
than about the good and welfare of indi¬ 
vidual human beings. They pile upon their 
people impossible buW6ft_s of taxes and 
debt: they regulate, regiment, ancT push 
folks around as if they were cattle. Under 
such governments LIBERTY is rapidly^ 
fading away. 

It is providential that there is at least 
one government in Canada following the 
policy of government for the people. 

The Social Credit Government of Al¬ 
berta looks upon human beings as children 
on one Father—God. Men and women are 
the most important things in the sight 'of 
the Great Creator. ‘ All other things on 
earth exist for the' goocT and advancement - 
of ihdividrial'frumanjbetngs.

In the very first year of its administra¬

And, 
an expectant mother may have public ward 
service in any hospital free of charge for 
a ten-day period when her child is born. 
All this while actually reducing provin ¬ 
cial iax~burdens upon the people. 

NO EXTRA TAX 

Alberta leads all other Provinces of 
Canada in the field of hospitalization. Last 
year the Social Credit Government pro¬ 
vided special hospital grants to make it 
possible for every person in the Province 
to obtain public ward hospitalization at . 
not more than one dollar per day! NO J 
EXTRA TAX WAS IMPOSED UPON 
ALBERTANS TO PROVIDE THIS SER- ( 
VICE. Compare this with what happens 
in Provinces where they have Governments 
on the people! IN THESE, THE PEO¬ 
PLE EITHER GROAN UNDER AL¬ 
MOST IMPOSSIBLE TAX LOADS, OR 
THEY PAY FROM FIVE TO TEN 
DOLLARS A DAY FOR A HOSPITAL 
BED.

burden. In that year it abolished the 
Sales_Tax.

. "oF taxes in Municipalities, Cities and 

] Towns by taking over the full cost of Old 
l Age Pensions, Mothers’ Allowances, and 
i Child Welfare. They made greatly in- 
! creased grants to School districts for edu- 
I cation, and to municipalities for roads, 

! all to help in lightening the tax load 
\ against the homes and lands of the people 
and to give human beings real liberty and 
security. 

THIS YEAR 

And now, in this year 1951, the Social 
Credit Government has provided to all 
cities, towns, villages and municipalities 
in the Province, tax reduction subsidies 
which will ease the tax burden against real 
property by about 3y 2 mills.

Some folks will at once jump to the 
conclusion that the Social Credit Govern¬ 
ment of Alberta did all these things, and 
more than space here will permit us to 
mention, because they were lucky enough 
to strike oil. Any informed person knows 
that many of the benefits Albertans now 
enjoy^were given them Y Ears k h! ^ORE 
oil in any quanti ty was found in Alberta. 

Moreover, what Alberta has done, any 
Province in Canada could do if they really 





followed a policy of Government FOR the 
people. 

The table following this article shows 
clearly the comparison of per captia per¬ 
sonal incomes in Alberta, British Colum¬ 
bia, Saskatchewan, and Ontario for the 
years 1942 to 1949 (the last year for 
which sueh figures are available). From 
the table you can see that, although 
Alberta did find oil, the average of per¬ 
sonal income of Albertans for those years 
was less than that of either British Colum¬ 
bia or Ontario; and only slightly more 
than that of Saskatchewan, Saskatche¬ 
wan’s larger farm income, and British 
Columbia’s vast lumber and mineral and 
fisheries incomes, together with the fact 
that Alberta pays the highest freight rates 
of any Province in Canada, made the 
difference in personal income. 

FOR THE PEOPLE 

But, out of the resources development 
the Government of Alberta has recovered 
for the people as a whole, large sums of 
money with which they have reduced the 
debt, substantially eased the tax load on 
the people and extended to all Albertans 
the highest level of Social Security benefits 
in all C anada.
